I here were also slight changes in 
the selling rate on fryers, roasters 
and hens, the tendency being rather 
toward weakness than strength. 
The market on butter, cheese and 
eggs was quiet, and with the excep­ 
tion of butter (he receipts were very 
light.

The high price for fresh eggs in 
San Francisco has not affected the 
market here, and some dealers are 
of the opinion it will not, for the rea­ 
son that there are some fresh eggs 
coming in from local sections, and the 
demand even for these is very light.
